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STATEMENT  OF  OBJECTS  AND  REASONS 

According  to  section  5(2)  Iii)  of  Andhra  Pradesh 
Municipalities  Act,  1965,  a Member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  representing  a constituency  which  comprises,  more 
than  one  Municipality  including  a part  of  any  Municipality, 
shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  one  such  Municipality  which  he 
chooses  with  voting  right  and  shall  have  the  right  to  speak 
in'  or  take  part  in  the  proceedings  oE  the  other  Councils 
within  the  Constituency  bat  not  entitled  to  vote  at  any  such 
meeting.  The  same  holds  good  in  respect  of  a Member  of  the 
House  of  the  people  under  Section  5(2)  (iii). 

As  no  time  limit  was  fixed  in  the  said  provisions  . to 
choose  a Municipality,  the  Members  of  Legislative  Assembly 
or  Members  of  the  House  of  the  People  are  taking  their  own 
time  resulting  in  the  Munieipc : Councils  transacting 

business  in  the  absence  of  Ex-officio  Members. 

After  careful  examination,  the  Government  have  felt  it 
desirable  to  fix  a time  limit  of  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  conduct  of  ordinary  elections  to  the  Muneipalities  or  the 
d2te  of  election  to  the  Assembly  or  the  House  of  the  People, 
as  the  case  may  be,  to  choose  a Municipality,  if  there  are 
more  than,  one  Municipality  in  the  Constituency  represented 
by  the  Hember  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  or  as  the  case  may 
be Members  of  the  House  of  the  people  concerned  by  giving,  a 
notice  in  writing  to  the  Commissioner.

number  of  offices  to  be  filled  in  the  State  as  the  population 
of  the  Scheduled  Castes  or  Scheduled  Tribes,  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  the  Municipalities  of  the  State  bears  to  the  total 
population  of  the  Municipalities  in  the  State  and  such  offices 
may  be  allotted  by  rotation  to  different  Municipalities  in  the 
State; 

(ii)  one-third  of  the  Offices  to  the  Backward  Classes 
and  such  offices  may  be  allotted  by  rotation  to  the  different 
Municipalities  in  the  State; 

(iii)  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  total  number  of 
offices  reserved  under  clauses  (i)  and  (ii)  above  for  women 
belonging  to  the  Scheduled  Castes  and  Scheduled  Tribes, 
or  as  the  case  may  be,  Backward  Classes;  and 
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(iv)  not  less  than  one-third  (including  the  number  of 
offices  reserved  for  women  belonging  to  Scheduled  Castes 
and  Scheduled  Tribes  and  the  Backward  Classes)  of  the 
total  number  of  offices  to  be  filled  in  the  State,  for  women 
and  such  offices  may  be  allotted  by  rotation  to  different 
Municipalities  in  the  State.”
